pearance of the premises. Go to the 
store-keeper and ask him how that man 
is getting on; “Oh, he owes everybody ; 
is out of luck; his family is sick more 
than half the time, and his farm is 

mortgaged for all it’s worth, he’s on his 
last legs, poor fellow; he likely will be 
sold ont. soon.” This is a true picture 
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drawn from actual conditions and act- 
ual realization, as witnessed, seen and 
noted by this editor. It’s a pity death 
didn’t arrive to such a man ere he had 
opportunity to add to his own curses a 
wife and a large family of children, 
for the family of such an improvident 
is, invariably, the largest in the com- 
munity and the most trifling, at that.
